INTRODUCTION 

Allahabad district lies between 40°75'- 
25 0 85' N latitude and 8i°5o'-8a°35' E longi¬ 
tude, and forms the representative part of 
Upper Gangetic Plains (Dudgeon, 1920) 
which has been recognised as a distinct Bota¬ 
nical region of India (Chatterjee, 1940). 

The first account of the Flora of Allaha¬ 
bad was published by Srivastava (1938, 1949) 
which was, however, inadequate. This was 
followed by some contributions from the 
Botanical Survey of India, Central Circle, 
Allahabad, confining their studies to Al¬ 
lahabad city and its vicinity (Rajagopal, 
1965; Rajagopal and Panigrahi, 1965, 1966 ; 
Panigrahi and Rajagopal, 1967a, b, 1968). 
Later, Panigrahi and Saran (1968) gave an 
enumerative account of 172 species after a 
week long survey in the south-eastern part 
of the district, and Verma (1973) published 
a list of 17 spp. as new to the district flora. 

In order to bring out a complete illustrat¬ 
ed Flora of Allahabad district, collection 
trips were organised in a more planned 
manner so as to cover diverse localities in 
all the different seasons. After identifica¬ 
tion of over 1500 field nos., 88 angiospermous 
spp. belonging to 81 genera and 40 families 
turned out to be new to the Flora of Alla¬ 
habad district. These have been enumerat¬ 
ed below. The identifications have been con- 


firmed in the Central National Herbarium 
(CAL) and herbarium of the Botanical Sur¬ 
vey of India, Central Circle, Allahabad 
(BSA). The collections have been deposited 
in the Duthie Herbarium’, Botany Depart¬ 
ment, University of Allahabad. Species list¬ 
ed in abstract of our paper (Misra & Verma, 
1979) have been asterisked.
